thal. 


Hickenlooper had a sealed enve- 


lope he said contained the names 
of the persons he wants to get se- 
curity data about. He did not say 
how many names there were. 


With Lilientha) and Carroll L. 


Wilson, AEC general manager, fac- 
ing him over a committee table, 
Hickenlooper began by saying that 
Lilienthal is "inadequate" to fill 
the job he holds. 


Demands Information 


The Iowa senator then demand- 


ed the information on 14 different 
matters, and started to hand to 
Lilienthal the sealed envelope. 


Hickenlooper said he wanted 


this material to use in future ques- 
tioning of Lilienthal. 


Chairman McMahon 
(D-Conn) 


asked to see the envelope. 


McMahon opened it, read the 


list, and handed it to Lilienthal.

your attention to the fact that

level. 


These two promises are not com- 
patible under our present 
enter- 


prise system. Therefore, the de- 
signers of the new plan must be 
thinking of something more com- 
prehensive than Just a farm pro- 
gram. 
A prominent economist 


has said that this is not a farm 
program berny proposed, but a 
system.of government. 


We have supported, and will 


continue to support, national leg- 
islation designed to prevent a re- 
currence of the disastrous price 
levels of the early '30s. We have 
consistently 
opposed 
legislation 


designed to support farm prices 
at or near wartime levels. Unless 
our membership decrees otherwise. 
we will continue to oppose such 
legislation. However, the combi- 
nation of high farm prices and 
low food costs has a powerful ap- 
peal to a great many people who 
may look far enough ahead to see 
the ultimate cost of auch a pro- 
gram. 


As a farm organization, we will 


do everything possible to inform 
our members of the implications 
of Secretary Brannan's proposal.

"We can't enforce anything that 


is not enacted into law in Pennsyl- 
vania," Maize said. Federal mine 
inspectors can make recommenda- 
tions but can't order their recom- 
mendations to be adopted." 


An Alabama mining spokesman, 


who declined use of his name, said: 
"Mr. Lewis' statement is contrary 
to the facts in Alabama." 


A. Everett Erskme of the Iowa 


mine inspectors' board, said some 
of the federal rules are unneces- 
sary in the shallow Iowa mines. 
He declared Iowa state inspectors 
would continue to go by the state 
code. 


In Wyoming, state mine in- 


spector Lyman Fear declared that 
while working hazards are greater 
in that state than in others, safety 
practices are on a par with the 
national average.

ent, beginning in 1950. 


S) State treasury equaliza- 


tion grants to local districts 


would go up to $120 per pupil 
10 the Meal year starting next 
month, and to $160 In the year 
•tarting July 1, 1950. 
The state now guarantees $90 


for each elementary and $100 for 
each high school student. 


Stevenson has indicated his plan 


will be geared to provide extra 
state financial help for districts 
that meet high organization, in- 
struction and efficiency standards. 


Republican lawmakers will be 


looking for clews in the message 
as to how closely the governor 
wants to tie in enactment of pend- 
ing sales tax broadening proposals 
with the amount he recommends 
for schools. 


The governor in

counted on an extra $25,000,000 in 
state income from the bills widen- 
ing sales tax coverage.

Jommunist Gerhart Eisler is a liv- 
ing memorial to one of the "most 
priceless treasures of the west: 
the rights of' an individual in a 
democratic society, even when he'd 
like to destroy that society. 


Twice convicted in the United 


States, but free on bail, pending 
appeal, he fled the U, S., was seiz- 
ed in England, was brought before 
an English judge, was freed on a 
legal technicality, and is now safe 
in Communist eastern Europe. 


His case was judged entirely on 


legal grounds—on what his rights 
were under the law—and not on 


a con- 


had called 
Communist 


and he had a notorious history of 
intrigue. 


Suppose the situation had been 


reversed and Communist Eisler 
was in Russia, was considered the 
No. 1 foe of the Soviet regime, 
had committed a crime, fled, and 
was caught in another Communist 
country behind the iron curtain. 


Attitude Different 


There isn't much doubt he would 


have been- whisked back to Rus- 
sia, probably without a court hear- 
ing at all, and for a reason that 
illustrates perfectly the difference 
in the attitude of the east and 
west toward an individual: 


Under Communism, an indivi- 


dual exists for the state, not the 
state for the individual. It's just 
the other way around in a democ- 
racy like America's or England's. 


In Russia when 
government 


policy—which * means the desires 
of the ruling group—conflicts with 
what a particular law calls the 
"rights" of an individual, the gov 
ernment policy comes first. 


Under Communism a man look 


ed upon as an enemy of the ruling 
group, which wants to stay i 
power, gets short consideration. I 
is different in the west. 


There every individual has cer- 


tain guaranteed rights and he can 
appeal to the courts for the pro- 
tection of those rights if they're 
interfered with. 


Skipped Country 


In this country Eisler was con- 


victed 'of contempt of congress and 
of falsifying a passport. He was 
sentenced to prison but got out on 
bail while he" appealed to a higher 
court. Then he skipped to Eng- 
land. 


In 1870 England and this coun- 


try signed an agreement to return 


to one another a person who had 
been convicted of perjury in either 
country. 


But the English judge decided 


that Eisler's falsification of a docu- 
ment here couldn't be consid.ereO 
perjury under the meaning of the 
treaty, because it didn't cover fal- 
sification of documents. So he re- 
fused to send Eisler back here. 


Knowing perfectly well that Eis- 


ler once let loose again would be 
free to continue to try to destroy 
western democratic 
government, 


the judge considered first and only 
what his rights were under the 
law, as an individual.
